VA Proclamation for the better encouragement, 


and aduancement of the Trade of the Eaſt Indie Companie, 
and for preuention of exceſſe of priuate Trade. 


Is MalESTIE taking notice of diuers abuſes which had beene 


"| pzactiſed by Commanders, Officers, Seruants, and others im⸗ 

ployed by the Gonernour and Company of Merchants of London, 
| trading into the Eaſt Indies, foz their owne pꝛiuate ble in the Ships of 
the ſaid Gouernour and Company, in the third peere of His Retgne, 
9 | by His Highneſſe Pzoclamation then publiſhed , did ſtraightly charge 
and command, that no particular man of the ſaid Company , noz any 
of their Officers oz Seruants, oz any other which then were, oꝛ then 
after ſhould be imployed in any oftheir Ships trading into the ſayd Eaſterly parts, oz any other 
perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer , ſhould from thencefoozth dztue any vnderhand Trade, either 
to, in, oꝛ from the Indies afozeſayd,butſuch as ſhould be Licenſed by the ſayd Company;And 
ſuch Goods and Commodities as ſhould bee Impoꝛted, ſhould not bee diſpoſed of vntill the 
ſaydCompany ſhould haue recetued an account , and giuen allowancethereof, and vntill that 
their Ships ſhould haue arriued at, oz in the Poꝛt of London, Within this Kingdome, noz that 
any perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, ſhould: pꝛeſume to buy,contract,bargaine, oꝛ barter foz, oꝛ re- 
teiue, oꝛ take any of the Goods, Wares, oz Merchandtzes which ſhould bee laden aboard any of 
the laid Ships bound home ward. vntill ſuch Ship oz Ships ſo homeward bound, as atfozeſatd, 
oꝛ out of which ſuch Wares o2 Merchandizes ſhould be lo bought, ſold, delinered, contracted , o: 
bartered foꝛ. were firſt bꝛought into the laid Poꝛt of London, and thereby the allowance of the ſaid 
Company were duely entred, andthe Goods thereout diſcharged, noz ſhould giue any aſſiſtance, 
helpe oz encouragement, foz the vnlading of ariyſuch Goods at any other places,ozin any other 
manner, noꝛ ſhould otherwile offendin any thing contrary to the true meaning of the ſaid Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, as thereby moꝛe at large it doth and may appeare. 


And although the ſaid Gouernoz and Company foz the better encouragement of allſuch per⸗ 
ſons as ſhould be employed by them in their Ships and Uoyages, as Commanders, Factozs, 
Captaines, Maſters, Officers, Mariners, oꝛ Souldiers, beſides the extraozdinary great wages 
which they are accuſtomed to pay in theiremployments, haue giuen Licence vnto all Fenery ſuch 
perſon and perſons as afozeſaid, to aduenture and trade foz their pꝛoper and pꝛiuate accompts, 


either to, in, oꝛ from the laid Indies, in any ſhip oz ſhips, wherein they oꝛ any of them Were, oꝛ 


ſhould bee perſonally employed, in ſuch wares and merchandize onely, and in ſuch quantities 
and pꝛopoꝛtions thereof, as ina Declaration of Oꝛders made by the ſaid Gonernour and Com- 
pany, and allowed by His Mateſtie, are ſet downe and expꝛeſſed, and as hereafter follow- 
eth, viz. 

The wares oꝛ Merchandtze which are licenced to bee expozted, are Perpetuanoes, Dꝛapery 
Pewter, Saffron, Woollen ſtockings, Silke-ſtockings, Silke-garters, andribband Roſes 
edged with gold-lace, Beauer-hats with gold and ſiluer bands, Felt-hats, Aquauite, and all 
other ſoꝛts of Strong-waters, Knines of all ſozts, Spaniſhleather-ſhooes, Jron, and Loo⸗ 
king-glaſſes; 

The wares which are licenſed to bee bzought from the Eaſt-Indics into England are, Long: 
Pepper, white Pepper, white powdzed Duger,p:eſerued Nutmegs,pzeſerued Ginger, pzeſerued 
Mirabilons, Bezer-ſtones, Dꝛugges of all ſozts, Aggat-beads, Bloodſtones, Muske, Aloes 
Soccatrina, Ambergreece, Nich Carpets ot perſia and Cambaia, Quilts of Satten, and of Taf- 
fitey, and of painted Callicoes, Beniamin, Damaskes, Sattens, and Taffities of China, Quilts 
ok China imbꝛoydered with gold, Mutlts of Perauia imbꝛopdered with lune, Galls, u8Bozmſeedes, 

Sugertandp, China diſhes, and Puſlatnes of all ſoꝛts. 

And whereas, each particular man imploped as afozeſaid, might heretofo2e lade and aduen- 
ture, foz hisowne pꝛiuate and pꝛoper Accompt, in the wares and Merchandizes afozeſaid, and 
not otherwiſe, ſo much onely as could bee packed in one Cheſt of foure foot long, one foot and 
halfe bꝛoad, and one foot and a halfe deepe, and luch as wereCommanders, Factozs, Captaines, 
Maſters, Purſers, and Maſters mates ot euery Ship, might haue a double pꝛopoꝛtion, that is 
to ſay, two Cheſts of the ſaid length, depth, and bzeadth, free from charge of freight; His 
Maieſtie finding that the ſaid Pꝛotlamation hath not as yetpzoduced that good effect as was 
intended thereby: Neither hath the fauour and liberall allowance of the ſald Company taken 
ſuch effect, but that the Officers, Factozs, and Seruants tmployed in the Uoyages afozeſatd, foz 
their owne pꝛinate gaine, though to the common dammage of the ſaid Companie, haue aduen⸗ 
tured both outwards and homewards, and alſo in the Indics, to carrie, buy, ſell, and barter di⸗ 
uers other goods, wares, and merchandtzes. 

And beeing infozmed, that the laid Company are content to giue them further allowance, viz. 
To Commanders, Captaines, and Factozs foure ſuch Cheſts a piece, to Paſters thꝛee ſuch 
Cheſtsa plece, to euery ofthe Purſers mates, Maſters mates, Boatſwatnes, Carpenters, Gun⸗ 
ners, Stewards. to ſuch. two Cheſts a piete, Doth therefozeſtraightly Charge and Command all 
ſuch as are, oꝛ hereafter ſhall bee imployed in any Uopages foꝛ the ſaid Gouernoꝛ, and Company, 
Whatloeuer they bee, to peeld due obediente in all things to the ſald Pꝛoclamation, bnder the 
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paines and penalties therein contained, and ſach! further paines as maybee inflicted vpon the of- 
: fenders by the Lawes of this Realme; willing, requiring, and anthoztzing the Gonernour 
and Company afozeſaid , to depute vnder their Common Seale, ſufficient and able perſons, to 
goe on board and ſearch all and ſinguler their Shippes and Ueſſells, cither outward oꝛ home- 
- wards bound, aſwell vpon the Seas, as in the Poꝛt ot London, andin all other Pozts, Hauens, 
Rhodes, and places both in the Realme, as in the parts of India, and other plates iu the paſſage, 
, 92 abiding of their Ships: 
And ik they ſhall finde any goods, wares, 02 merchandtz: to bee carried o2 put to ſale con- 
traryto the ſaidPzoclamation, and not tolerated bythe Oꝛder of the ſatd Company as atoze- 
laid, oꝛ other wiſe allowed by them, to take and ſeize them foꝛ the ble of the ſaid Gonernour and 
Company. And all thoſe that ſhall be found contrariant and rebellious, to take, arreſt, impꝛi⸗ 
ſon, and detaine in pziſon, vntill they (hall be deliuered actoꝛding to Pur Lawes ; And to cauſe 
their names, and the qualitie of their offences to bee delinered to ſome of His Maieſties learned 
Councell , whom His Pateſtie doeth alſo hereby command and require, to exhibit one oꝛ moze 
Intoꝛmatious in His Highneſſe Courtof Star-chamber, oꝛ in any other His Maieſties Courts 
of Juſtice, to the end that ſuch as ſhall be found Delinquents, may reteiue condigne puniſh- 
ment foz their offences iuſilp deſerued. 

And His Maieſtie being ſo ſenſible of the intonuenientes that attend vpon the ſaid abuſes be- 
fozementtoned, and intending to haue an abſolute refozmation thereof, doth therefoze hereby 
ſtraightly charge and command all Admirals, Uiceadmirals, and other Officers of the Admi⸗ 
raltie, and ſuch as haue Admtrall iuriſdiction, and all Maioꝛs, Poꝛtreeues, Sheriffs, Bayliffes, 
-Cuſtomers,Comptrollers,Searchers,and all other his Officers whom it may tonterne. that they 
andeuery of them be carefull to pꝛeuent the laid abuſes, and to be ayding, helping and aſſiſtingto 
the ſaid Gouernour and Company, their Officers oz ſeruants, to be employed in the due execu- 
tion and perfoꝛmante of this His MateſttesCommand, as they oz any of them willanſwere the 
contrary at their perills.
